To The Wentworth School Board: 


2 This report which is my second as your superintendent 

of schools, will present such facts as will assist Wentworth 
people better to understand the working of their schools, 
together with certain recommendations for your consider- 
ation. 

Your decision to close the Atwell Hill School and to 
transport pupils to the Village School was both wise and 
timely. Had an attempt been made to keep that school 
open we should have been compelled to abandon it in the 
face of an acute teacher shortage which made the employ- 
ment of teachers for rural schools well nigh impossible 
except on almost prohibitative salaries. The prospect for 
another year is no more hopeful. In fact, it is my best 
judgement that full relief will not be experienced for at 
least four years after the passing of the war emergency. 
That is why you are asked to give careful thought to the 
upward revision of our salary schedule. 


For a small school population we have an extensive 
transportation program. It sc..ns to me that school trans- 
portation is well organized and effectively maintained. 
Because of the detail involved in securing gasoline allot- 
ments for transporters I recommend that contracts for 
1945-46 be negotiated before the close of the school year 
in June. | 

Since September 1943 our basal reading system has 
been extended through grade four. It will stop there. 
New English textbooks are in use from the third through 
the eighth grade. A well graded history series easily 
grasped by pupils of the grade for which each book is written 
is now the textbook from the fifth through the eighth grades. 
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Grades one to eight inclusive are receiving regular and well 
planned instruction in handwriting from individual grade 
compendiums. According to that plan, grade one is being 
taught manuscript writing which will be continued to the 
middle of grade two when cursive writing will be commenced. 
The reason for manuscript writing is that reading progress 
is found to be better among children using that system of 
writing in which printed and written letter forms are very 
much alike. 


Regularity of school attendance should receive. more 
careful thought from, parents as well as from pupils. 
For the year ending June 30, 1944 a total enrollment of 71 
pupils ran up a total of 1835 half days of absence and were 
credited with 213 cases of tardiness. This means: that an 
average of 25.84 sessions per pupil were lost. Even if we 
neglect the educational loss to pupils we cannot close our 
eyes to the financial loss to taxpayers. Had it been possible 


to get 100 percent attendance for the remaining time we 


could have closed all schools, with every normal expense 

continuing during the closed period, for slightly over two. 
and a half weeks and still have had as many days of actual 
school attendance as were recorded. This fact alone should 
prompt parents to be more watchful of unnecessary absence. 


Music instruction was resumed in October when Miss. 
Carolyn E. Gove of Laconia was employed as music super- 
visor. There was an interruption of five weeks while her car 
was undergoing repairs following’ an accident which occured 
while she was on her way to the Manchester Convention.

Miss Gove’s manner of approach has won the good will of | 


her pupils and the teachers. We believe much will be 
accomplished in music under her direction.
